Y oung Ford declared th a t th e in 
terv iew in Collier's W eekly to the ef­ 
fect th a t H enry Ford had w ithdraw n 
h is bid for M uscle Shoals had been 
approved by his father. 
T h e article in C ollier’s W eekly has 
H en ry Ford assu m in g a w aiting a tti­ 
tude by putting th e next m ove up to 
th e g o v e rn o r ut. 
Ford is quoted as 
saying th a t his proposal "has becom e 
a com plicated 
political 
affair.” and 
th e bid was w ithdraw n “because pro­ 
du ctiv e business can n ot wait on pol­ 
itics.” 
Ford continues: 
“W e have been and still are deeply 
interested in Muscle Shoals as a n a ­ 
tional asset. 
T h ere Is sm all prom ise 
now th a t it ever will bo a national 
a s s e t— m ore than lik e ly it will be only 
an expense. 
T h at concerns every one 
of us as citizens. 
In the Ford busi­ 
ness, once we m ake up our m inds to 
do anything, we go right ahead and 
d o it with the least possible w aste of 
tim e, en ergy and money. 
If we can 
not do what we want in one way. then 
w e find—another. 
We are m oving so 
fast and 
th e se ttle m e n t of Muscle 
Shoals' fu tu re seem ed so far aw av 
th a t we had to find o th e r m eans to do 
tho 
thin gs we 
could 
have 
accom ­ 
plished a t Muscle Shoals. 
In fact, we 
have passed 
Muscle Shoals. 
Produc­ 
tive bu sin ess can not wait on politics. 
T h erefore, we are w ith draw ing our 
bld." 
Ford is quoted as putting the p ro b ­ 
lem up to the governm ent, saying: 
“ We have m ade out 
bid; 
now let 
th e m m ake us a bid. 
And they will 
not hav e to wait th re e years for th eir 
an sw er. 
We can tell them in five 
m inu tes. 
T he public m u st not p erm it 
M uscle Shoals to be bro' e i up. for 
th rou gh its n itra te production it can 
be ou r greatest g u a ra n te e for peace 
on tho one hand and for the farm ers 
on the other. 
I believe the arm y en­ 
gineers could carry it through if they 
w ere allowed to exercise th eir own 
ju d g m en t and work u n h am p e re d — for 
th ey are a fine lot of men. 
Hut prob­ 
ably th e best course is that suggested 
by th e p re s id e n t—to appoint an im ­ 
p a rtia l com m ission."

State H ughes declared in a political 
j add ress h e re th at A m erican sentim ent 
will not to lerate subm ission of domes- 
II tic questions to the d eterm in atio n of 
any group of pow ers. He did not men- 
I lion the proposed league of nations 
! protocol by n am e, but he laid stre ss 
o i the question of jurisdiction over 
dom estic issues, which, a t th e behest 
of Jap an , occupied so large a place 
in th** rec e n t discussions at Geneva. 
"R ecently," the sec re ta ry said, "the 
question has been discussed of the 
a p p ro p ria te n ess of investing a group 
of pow ers with th e a u th o rity to deal 
with dom estic 
questions, not

tions arising under tre a tie s by which 
p arties have limited th eir rights, but 
with questions within the com petency 
of a nation as to which it h as not lim­ 
ited its rights.
